Bishop  Brooks,  members  of  the  Conference  and  friends: 

This  is  a  combined  account  of  the  work  of  the  five  Districts  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  Methodist  Church,  New  Orleans  Area, 
Central  Jurisdiction. 

We  give  thanks  to  God  for  enabling  us  to  work  in  His  vineyard 
during  this  Conference  year,  1947-1948.  Truly  the  harvest  is  great  and 
the  laborers  are  few,  but  His  mercies  and  blessings  have  been  manifold 
and  we  praise  His  name. 

In  the  summarization  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  through  this 
concise  report  of  the  Districts,  I  wish  to  thank  the  five  District  Superin- 
tendents who  aided  me  by  submitting,  in  writing,  the  highlights  of  the 
work  on  their  Districts, 

Because  of  the  highly  effective  direction  of  our  Resident  Leader, 
Bishop  Brooks,  the  five  supervising  officers  of  the  respective  Districts, 
with  the  loyal  aid  of  pastors^ and  laymen,  have  molded  the  Louisiana 
Conference  into  a  Body  of  Churchmen  noteworthy  for  vigorous  produc- 
tion and  achievement.  The  work  of  the  lay-leaders  in  the  Churches  of 
the  Districts  has  been  constructive  and  progressive.  Mr,  J,  R,  Patter- 
son, our  enthusiastic  and  productive  Conference  lay-leader,  is  one  of 
the  choice  laymen  of  the  Church.  The  faithfulness  of  the  members 
of  the  Churches  throughout  the  Conference  is  seen  in  the  reports  of 
our  worthy  pastors  and  we  express  our  appreciation  to  them. 

Citations  of  Honor 

Bishop  Brooks,  we  offer  you  and  Mrs,  Brooks  our  congratulations 
on  the  successful  conclusion  of  what  we  may  term  your  Second  Mis- 
sionary Journey.  We  rejoice  that  Almighty  God  has  returned  you  to  us 
as  strong  and  alert  as  ever.  May  your  strength  continue  in  intellectual 
and  spiritual  gifts. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  the  mention  of  the 
honor  conferred  on  Bishop  Brooks  when  he  was  elected  to  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Methodist  Federation  for  Social  Action. 

This  placement  of  Bishop  Brooks  stimulated  the  raising  of  over 
$4,000.00  within  the  confines  of  the  area  and  prompted  the  launching 
of  a  successful  Conference  on  Social  Action  at  the  Wesley  Church  in 
Baton  Rouge  where  Rev.  R.  M.  Davis  is  the  pastor.  The  meeting  was 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  N.  P.  Perry  and  his  staff  and  had  as  its 
source  leader  Dr.  Eleazer  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Many  of  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  and  a  number  of  delegates  from  all  over  the  Con- 
ference were  present.  Among  the  distinguished  persons  addressing  the 
Conference  were  Attorney  A.  P.  Tureaud  of  New  Orleans  and  the  fol- 
lowing prominent  Baton  Rougeans:  Dr.  L.  L.  Kilgore,  Superintendent 
of  Education  for  Negroes,  State  of  Louisiana,  Dr.  Felton  Clark,  Presi- 
dent of  Southern  University,  and  Mrs.  M.  N.  Ringgold. 
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At  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  Atlanta,  a  very  much  beloved 
member  of  the  Conference,  Dr.  J.  W.  E.  Bowen,  was  elevated  to  the 
episcopacy  and  assigned  to  preside  over  the  Atlantic  Coast  Area. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Carter,  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  was  also  elected 
president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  for  the  Jurisdic- 
tion at  the  Jurisdictional  meeting  in  Atlanta. 

The   Health   of   the   Ministers   and  Their   Families 

Generally  speaking,  the  ministers  of  the  Conference  and  their  fam- 
ilies have  enjoyed  good  health.  Nevertheless,  there  has  been  some  ill- 
ness, and  death  has  taken  three  of  our  brethren  from  our  fellowship. 

Among  those  who  were  ill  are : 

Rev.  H.  L.  Clark,  our  pastor  at  Houma,  Mrs.  C.  T.  Wardah,  the 
wife  of  our  pastor  at  Newman- — -Alexandria,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Hampton,  the 
wife  of  Rev.  W.  J.  Hampton,  retired  minister,  Mrs.  S.  P.  Sanford,  the 
wife  of  our  pastor  at  St.  Paul,  Sterlington  Circuit,  and  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Jackson,  the  wife  of  the  pastor  at  Pleasant  Hill.  Most  of  these  have 
completely  recovered  and  the  others  seem  to  be  well  on  the  road  to 
recovery. 

Deaths 

It  is  with  saddened  hearts  that  we  speak  of  the  passing  of  three  of 
our  brethren.  Brother  Frank  Aldridge,  our  pastor  at  Opelousas,  was 
stricken  in  his  pulpit,  Sunday,  June  20tli,  and  died  on  V/ednesday,  June 
30th,  at  Flint  Goodridge  Hcspital.  He  was  buried  from  the  Church 
at  Opelousas. 

Brother  A.  C.  Mitchell,  one  of  our  retired  ministers,  the  father  of 
the  Rev.  H.  W.  A.  Mitchell,  our  pastor  at  Bogalusa,  died  in  Bogalusa 
and  was  buried  from  Neeley  Church,  Baton  Rouge. 

News  reached  us  on  Friday,  October  29th,  of  the  passing  of  the 
venerable  Rev.  W.  G.  Alston  in  California  on  October  28th.  Rev. 
Alston  enjoyed  a  long  and  distinguished  ministry  in  the  Methodist 
Church. 

Death  visited  the  family  of  our  pastor  at  Welsh,  Rev.  J.  E.  Welton, 
when  his  eldest  son  died  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  was  buried  from  our 
Church  in  Thibodaux. 

The  Central  Christian   Advocate 

Nowhere  in  the  General  Church  is  there  more  loyalty  to  the  Cen- 
tral Christian  Advocate  than  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  We  are  glad 
to  report  that  the  paper  is  still  enjoying  a  large  circulation  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference. 

Parsonages 

In  building  adequate  and  comfortable  residences  for  pastors  and 
Superintendents,  Bishop  Brooks,  in  this  program,  has  the  strong  sup- 
port of  ministers  and  laymen.  Pvlany  of  the  Charges  and  two  of  the 
Districts  have  made  great  strides  in  this  direction. 

On  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  Neeley  Church,  under  Rev.  R.  W.  Cal- 
vin, added  two  rooms  to  its  parsonage  and  raised  a  budget  of  more 
than  $5,000.00.  No  debt  remains  on  this  work.  The  parsonage  of  the 
Jordan  Church  has  been  remodeled  at  a  cost  of  $1,200.00  with  no  debt 
left.    Rev.  Wilbert  August  is  the  supply  pastor. 
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On  the  Lake  Charles  District,  Brother  Wardah  and  his  membership 
have  put  large  personal  effort  and  finance  into  the  renovation  of  their 
parsonage  and  both  the  residence  and  grounds  are  now  in  excellent 
condition. 

Despite  the  task  of  keeping  a  new  Church  building  program  ac- 
tive, the  pastor.  Rev.  C.  E.  Castain,  and  the  membership  of  Wilton 
Church  have  erected  a  modern  six  room  parsonage.  Brother  Castain  is 
to  be  congratulated. 

On  the  Shreveport  District,  St.  James,  in  Monroe,  has  constructed 
a  modern  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.00.  Rev.  T.  R.  Wallace  is  the 
energetic  pastor.  The  Rev.  E.  T.  Gipson  and  his  people  have  also  built 
a  new  parsonage  at  Shady  Grove. 

District  Parsonages 

Through  the  leadership  of  Mr.  L.  M.  Johnson,  District  Lay  Leader, 
the  laymen  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  have  purchased  a  residence  at 
a  cost  of  $6,500.00.  $4,000.00  of  this  amount  has  been  paid.  The 
location  of  this  home  for  the  District  Superintendent  is  very  desirable. 

The  New  Orleans  District  Board  of  Trustees  has  purchased  a  Dis- 
trict parsonage  on  Louisiana  Avenue  near  Danneel  Street  in  New  Or- 
leans. When  this  house  is  reconditioned,  we  will  have  a  fine  District 
Parsonage  in  a  very  good  location. 

District   Conferences 

Five  District  Conferences  were  held  on  the  five  respective  Dis- 
tricts. Each  Conference  was  well  attended  and  great  enthusiasm  pre- 
vailed in  the  caring  and  planning  for  the  work  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Institutes,    Conferences,    Clinics 

Many  helpful  group  meetings  were  held  during  this  Conference 
year.  Christian  Education  was  stressed  in  the  last  phase  in  the  program 
of  the  CRUSADE  FOR  CHRIST. 

CHURCH  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT 

Conference 

A  meeting  for  this  phase  of  the  Church  program  was  held  on  the 
Conference  level  at  First  Street  Church.  Dr.  J.  A.  Greene,  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  Nashville,  was  the  visiting  consultant.  Two  other  Con- 
ferences on  the  Conference  level  were  held  in  New  Orleans:  The  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowship  at  Dillard  University  and  The  Young  Adult  Fel- 
lowship Institute  at  First  Street  Church.  "Reaching  the  Masses  with 
Christian  Teaching"  was  the  theme  of  a  program  September  17th  at 
Jordan  Church  on  the  Baton  Rouge  District.  This  Conference  was  spon- 
sored by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education.  On  the  Franklin  District, 
one  Family  Life  and  one  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  Institute  were 
held. 

The  Lake  Charles  District  held  a  District  Workers  Conference,  a 
Pastors  Clinic  and  a  Family  Life  Institute. 

The  New  Orleans  District  sponsored  a  Family  Life  Institute  and  an 
Institute  for  Vacation  Church  School  Workers. 

A  very  successful  Pastors  Clinic  was  held  at  Franklinton,  Louisi- 
ana, making  a  great  impact  on  that  Community  for  Methodism  and 
contributing  greatly  to  the  building  up  of  our  Church  in  Franklinton." 
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On  the  Shieveport  District,  three  Conferences  were  held,  namely: 
A  Family  Life  Institute,  one  Youth  Fellowship  and  one  Conference  on 
Church   School   Enrollment. 

Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  conducted  in  many  of  the 
Churches  on  all  of  the  Districts.  Statistics  for  Church  School  Enroll- 
ment will  show  a  decided  increase. 

SOME  IMPORTANT  ACCOMPLISHMENTS  OF  THE  DISTRICTS 
Baton   Rouge  District 

W.  M.  Caldwell,  Superintendent 

St.  Mark  Church,  Rev.  J.  D.  McCrory,  pastor,  has  on  hand,  in  cash 
and  national  bonds,  the  sum  of  $20,271.52  toward  the  erection  of 
Greater  St.  Mark  Church.  The  music  of  the  Church  Choir  and  inspira- 
tional messages  by  the  pastor  are  frequently  heard  over  the  radio.  The 
Neeley  Church  Choir  and  pastor  also  are  heard  in  similar  programs. 

Work  on  the  new  Church  at  Denham  Springs,  Louisiana,  as  well  as 
its  removal  to  a  more  suitable  location  of  the  town,  have  progressed  to 
a  point  where  Services  are  being  held  in  the  building.  This  has  encour- 
aged the  members  and  created  a  determination  on  their  part  to  carry 
the  work  to  its  completion. 

A  different  location  at  Palmetto,  Louisiana,  which  is  a  part  of  the 
Melville  St.  James  Circuit,  has  been  secured  for  the  construction  of  the 
St.  Joseph  Church.  This  Circuit  is  now  being  supplied  by  Rev.  Ellis 
C.  Slater,  an  accepted  supply  who  is  in  his  Sophomore  year  at  Southern 
University. 

Rev.  Wilbert  August,  an  accepted  supply  pastor,  is  taking  care  of 
the  work  of  Jordan  Chapel.  He  is  in  his  Junior  College  year  at  South- 
ern University.  Brother  August  comes  to  this  Session  of  the  Conference 
seeking  admission  on  Trial.  Upon  the  com.pletion  of  his  College  Course, 
it  is  his  plan  to  study  at  Gammon  Theological  Seminary. 

Rev.  R.  M.  Davis  has  had  quite  a  successful  year  at  Wesley  Church. 
The  com.pletion  of  the  payment  of  $8,000.00  on  a  pipe  organ  has  been 
celebrated.  A  Baptismal  Font  and  a  microphone  have  been  pur- 
chased and  presented  to  the  Church.  Two  hundred  Methodist  Hymnals 
aid  and  enrich  the  services.  In  the  front  of  the  Church  building,  an 
electrically  lighted  Bulletin  Board  carries  a  message  of  spiritual  inspi- 
ration to  "Passers-by." 

The  Baton  Rouge  District  stands  committed  by  its  love  and  loyalty 
to  the  Advance  Movement  of  the  Methodist  Church  under  the  leadership 
of  Bishop  Robert  N.  Brooks. 

Franklin  District

Heights  of  great  men  reached  and  kept 
Were  not  attained  by  sudden  flight 
But  they,  while  their  companions  slept, 
were  toiling  upward  in  the  night. 

The  District  has  had  unusual  success  this  year.  The  Conference 
Benevolences  were  raised  in  full. 

Baldwin  Circuit — Rev.  L.  A.  Lester,  pastor,  has  done  a  fine  work. 
He  has  increased  the  membership  and  built  a  Church  at  Charenton  at  a 
cost  of  $3,000.00. 
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Sager-Brown  Home — This  institution  and  the  Godman  School  area 
are  located  on  the  Baldwin  Circuit.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Thomas  is  Superinten- 
dent of  Sager-Brown  Home  and  Rev.  L.  A.  Lester  is  the  principal  of  the 
Godman  School.  The  Boys  cottage  at  Sager-Brown  was  burned,  but 
through  the  mercies  of  God,  we  are  glad  to  report  that  no  lives  were 
lost.  A  Christian  atmosphere  is  maintained  here  and  this  plant  still  is 
recognized  as  the  educational  center  for  the  town  of  Baldwin, 

Franklin  Circuit — Rev.  J.  R.  Johnson  is  the  pastor.  He  has  built  a 
neat  Church  at  Centerville,  Louisiana. 

Rev.  H.  L.  Clark,  the  pastor  at  Houma,  has  done  well  since  recov- 
ering from  an  illness,  and  Rev.  L.  A.  Williams,  the  pastor  at  Hahnville, 
has  done  his  best  on  this  Charge. 

Rev.  P.  M.  Jones  of  the  Jeanerette  Circuit  and  Rev.  E.  L.  Berry 
of  the  Lutcher  Circuit  have  done  well.  Rev.  Jones  made  over  $1,000.00 
worth  of  repairs  on  the  Church  at  Platoville  and  Rev.  Berry  rebuilt 
the  Church  at  Whitehall. 

Morgan  City  Circuit — ^Rev.  W.  C.  Haywood,  pastor.  $1500.00,  on 
a  cash  basis,  in  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  Churches  on  this 
Circuit. 

Napoleonville  Circuit — Rev.  T.  J.  Bridgett  is  pastor.  The  Church 
at  Belle  Rose  has  been  renovated  and  beautiful  pews  installed.  A  fine 
group  of  young  people  on  this  Charge  insures  a  fine  future  for  this 
work. 

New  Iberia — Rev.  L.  H.  P.  Norris  is  the  pastor.  A  well  organized 
group  is  here.    Some  renovation  upon  the  Church  has  been  made.    Rev. 

B.  J.  Hurd,  the  pastor  of  the  Olivia  Circuit,  has  led  his  people  in  the 
renovation  of  the  Church  at  Hubertville. 

St.  Martinville  Circuit — Rev.  J.  S.  Dickson,  pastor;  St,  Peter  Cir- 
cuit, Rev.  S.  J.  Thomas,  pastor;  Thibodaux  Circuit,  Rev.  F.  R.  Butler, 
pastor,  and  Union  Church,  Rev.  Miller  Poledore,  pastor,  are  all  carrying 
on  their  work  nicely. 

Woodlawn,  Rev.  Garfield  Robinson,  pastor,  has  made  some  im- 
provements on  the  Church.  Because  of  an  old  debt,  there  is  some 
trouble  here. 

Lake  Charles  District 

S.  C.  Walker,  Superintendent 

The  Lake  Charles  District  has  a  fine  group  of  pastors,  they  are 
stalwart,  courageous  and  willing  prophets  of  the  Kingdom.  It  is  quite 
satisfying  that  the  District  is  taking  on  a  very  definite  attitude  toward 
Church  building.  The  one-room  Church,  for  the  most  part,  is  destined 
to  go  and  modern  buildings  are  being  built. 

The  General  Church  assisted  us  with  two  building  projects  this 
year.    Wilton    Church,   the   first   of   these,   has   been    completed.      Rev. 

C.  E.  Castain,  the  pastor,  and  his  people  have  done  an  heroic  work. 
Brother  Castain's  skill  as  a  workman  has  greatly  aided  in  the  construc- 
tion of  this  very  fine  Church  which  was  formerly  an  Army  Chapel. 
This  commodious  building  is  one  of  the  largest  and  one  of  the  best 
Churches  for  Negroes  in  Alexandria.  We  hope.  Bishop,  that  the  Louisi- 
ana Annual  Conference  will  hold  its  next  Annual  Conference  Session  in 
Alexandria  at  the  Wilton  Church.  The  City  of  Alexandria  needs  the 
inspiration  of  a  good  Methodist  Conference. 

Boonville — Rev.  A.  P.  Robinson  is  the  resourceful  pastor  of  this 
loyal  congregation  of  Christians.     These  people,  without  the  benefit  of 
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a  building-,  have  kept  up  their  morale,  raised  money  for  the  new  Church, 
and  paid  all  of  their  claims.  The  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension has  given  a  substantial  loan  and  a  donation  for  this  Church.  We 
expect  this  building  to  be  completed  within  the  next  four  months. 

The  Churches  of  Lafayette,  Crowley  and  Welsh  have  done  a  fine 
job  of  cleaning  and  painting.  Rev.  W.  J.  Hampton,  retired  minister, 
has  done  a  noble  piece  of  work  as  supply  pastor  of  Lafayette.  Rev.  F. 
W.  Thomas  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Welton  are  the  pastors  of  Crowley  and  Welsh 
respectively;  both  have  done  well.  Rev.  G.  C.  Hayward,  our  entertain- 
ing pastor,  and  his  good  people  have  ordered  pews  for  the  Church. 

When  these  are  installed  they  will  have  cost  over  $4,000.00.  He 
comes  to  this  Conference  with  all  claims  raised  and  over  one  thousand 
dollars  on  hand.  Brother  Hayward  and  his  good  people  have  done  an 
unusual  job.  The  Newton  Circuit,  Rev.  Percy  Smith,  supply  pastor,  has 
built  a  new  Church  at  Limekiln. 

Rev.  Arthur  Robinson  is  the  dynamic  pastor  of  our  Church  at 
Natchitoches.  Besides  doing  a  fine  work  on  this  Charge,  he  reached  out 
and  did  a  fine  Social  Action  job  in  his  City.  He  led  the  fight  which 
enables  the  people  of  our  group  to  vote  in  that  Parish.  This  was  the 
first  time  for  such  an  action  in  over  fifty  years.  Brother  Robinson  is 
a  good  pastor  and  preacher. 

We  have  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension that  Cottonport,  of  the  Bunkie  Circuit,  be  a  District  and  Con- 
ference 'Special'  in  the  prog-ram  for  "The  Advance."  The  Rev.  W.  G. 
Jones  is  pastor. 

New  Orleans  District 

T.  R.  W.  Harris,  Superintendent 

The  Lafon  Old  Folks  Home  and  The  Peoples  Community  Center — 
The  Old  Folks  Home  is  now  being  rebuilt.  Rev.  C.  0.  Greene  is  the  Su- 
perintendent. When  the  project  is  completed,  it  will  be  worth  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000.00).  The  Peoples 
Community  Center,  under  the  Superintendency  of  Rev.  G.  W.  Carter, 
has  just  about  completed  plans  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Peoples 
Community  Center,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  worth  approximately 
ninety  thousand  dollars    ($90,000.00). 

Dillard  University — Under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  A.  W.  Dent,  Dil- 
lard  University  is  still  operating  in  a  very  creditable  way,  molding  the 
lives  of  the  young  people  and  training  them  in  higher  education,  thus 
preparing  them  for  their  life's  work. 

Gilbert  Academy — Gilbert  Academy  (known  as  'Dear  Ole  Poor  Ole 
Gilbert')  is  still  making  a  definite  contribution  to  the  young  life  of 
our  City,  State  and  Nation,  because  of  the  type  of  courses  and  training 
the  school  offers  young  people.  It  is  recognized  as  a  first  class  high 
school.  This  school  has  a  splendid  enrollment,  is  meeting  a  definite 
need,  and  should  be  maintained,  encouraged,  and  supported. 

Churches — All  of  the  Churches  of  the  District  are  moving  forward 
in  a  very  fine  way.  Mt.  Zion  Church,  New  Orleans,  under  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Harrington,  has  purchased  a  very  attractive 
site  at  the  corner  of  Louisiana  Avenue  and  Magnolia  Street  for  the 
erection  of  the  new  Mt.  Zion  Church.  The  cost  of  the  new  location  was 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars   ($25,000.00). 

Through  the  energetic  leadership  of  the  Rev.  T.  E.  McElroy,  and 
the  splendid  response  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Church,  the 
long  standing  debt  of  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500.00)  on 
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the  LaHarpe  Street  Church,  has  been  paid  in  full.  This  being  the  last 
of  the  eleven  churches  hampered  heavily  by  indebtedness  on  the  New 
Orleans  District,  there  is  great  rejoicing  over  the  liquidation  of  these 
debts  within  the  last  four  years. 

Franklinton  Church  has  great  possibilities.  It  needs  support  and 
attention  and  should  be  made  a  District  and  Conference  'Special'.  If 
this  is  done,  within  the  next  ten  years  it  will  be  one  of  the  great 
Churches  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

The  New  Orleans  District  continues  to  move  forward  in  a  very 
successful  way,  through  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  ministers  and 
laymen  of  the  District,  for  which  we  are  grateful.  We  give  thanks  to 
Almighty  God  as  we  come  to  the  close  of  another  Conference  year,  for 
His  all  wise  providence  and  divine  guidance. 

Shreveport  District 

O.  C.  Daigle,  Superintendent 

Lake  Providence,  S.  S.  Obee,  pastor,  has  completed  the  Church 
building  and  has  done  a  fine  work.  Bastrop-Bonita,  D.  L.  Davidson, 
pastor,  paid  all  claims  and  completed  plans  to  build  a  new  Church. 
Johnson  and  Providence,  J.  W.  Washington,  pastor,  has  purchased  a  lot 
and  a  new  Church  building  is  planned. 

St.  Paul,  Shreveport,  J.  D.  David,  pastor,  has  done  well  this  year. 
The  Church  has  been  thoroughly  renovated  at  a  cost  of  over  $2,000.00 
and  all  claims  have  been  m.et.  Pelican  and  St.  Matthew,  Jas.  Sudds, 
pastor,  has  finished  a  new  Church.  Pleasant  Hill  and  Zwolle,  E.  L.

We  appreciate  the  fine  Christian  leadership  which  Bishop  Brooks 
has  given  to  the  entire  New  Orleans  area  and  are  deeply  grateful  for 
the  assistance  and  personal  interest  shown  in  the  Lay  work  of  the  Lou- 
isiana Conference.  Bishop  Brooks  is  now  a  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  Lay  Activities,  and  in  the  future  will  be  able  to  give  much 
time  and  energy  to  the  policy  of  the  national  program.  His  service  on 
the  General  Board  will  give  him  direct  contact  with  many  of  the  Con- 
ference Lay  Leaders  of  both  groups  from  Coast  to  Coast.  Likewise,  it 
will  bring  him  in  close  contact  with  our  Executive  Secretary  and  the 
Associate  Secretaries,  who  are  constantly  visiting  and  working  with  the 
Laymen  throughout  the  country.

Dr.  0.  V.  Cooper,  District  Lay  Leader,  and  our  very  brotherly  Dis- 
trict Superintendent  Rev.  S.  C.  Walker.  The  outstanding  activity 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  successful  efforts  of  our  District  Lay 
Leader  to  unite  the  two  groups  on  certain  occasions  in  joint  meetings, 
and  at  some  meetings  where  he  was  the  only  member  of  our  group, 
where  he  was  invited  to  discuss,  not  only  Race  Relations,  but  the 
various  phases  of  Lay  Activities.  We  hope  to  hear  from  a  District 
Parsonage  Effort  the  ensuing  year  for  the  Lake  Charles  District. 

The  New  Orleans  District — The  very  dependable  Bro.  Oscar  Jami- 
son, District  Lay  Leader,  and  our  own  brotherly  District  Superin- 
tendent T.  R.  W.  Harris.  We  come  to  the  close  of  another  Conference 
Year  of  Lay  Activities,  and  with  it,  the  satisfaction  that  we  are  moving, 
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yes,  moving  steadily.  While  all  of  our  goals  have  not  been  reached,  gains 
have  been  made  in  all  of  those  objectives  that  were  stressed  by  our 
Conference  and  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities.  The  enrollment  and  atten- 
dance in  our  church  schools  has  increased.  We  have  added  quite 
a  few  chartered  Methodist  Men's  Organizations  to  our  New  Orleans 
District,  with  some  now  ready  to  be  chartered.  We  are  happy  to  report 
to  Bishop  Brooks  and  to  the  Conference  that  Layman's  Day  was  100% 
in  our  churches  of  the  New  Orleans  District.  We  are  also  happy  to 
report  that  our  District  can  now  proudly  boast  of  a  District  Parsonage 
at  2021  Louisiana  Ave.  in  New  Orleans  at  a  cost  of  $7,000.00  and  after 
renovations  to  said  property,  it  will  easily  be  worth  $11,000.00.  The 
down  payment  of  $1,000.00  has  been  paid.  It  will  be  an  honor  and 
a  credit  to  Methodism  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  to  the  Louisiana 
Conference. 

The  Franklin  District — The  very  venerable,  Brother  Scott  Obee 
is  District  Lay  Leader,  surrounded  by  the  very  able  Associate  Lay  Lead- 
ers, Brothers  Adam  Carlson  and  Gus  Barrone,  and  a  wide-awake  set  of 
fine  Charge  Lay  Leaders.  With  fine  brotherly  cooperation  of  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendent,  Rev.  W.  C.  Haywood,  Brother  Obee  is  doing  a  fine 
job  visiting  the  churches  and  attending  the  meetings  of  the  District  Con- 
ferences and  other  meetings  that  will  tend  to  enlighten  the  Laymen  on 
the  Franklin  District.

Thomas  and  a  fine  loyal  group  of  District  and  Charge  Lay  Leaders, 
will  show  a  fine  record  this  year  and  the  ensuing  Conference  year.

O.  C.  Daigle,  the  laymen  will  show  much  progress  this  ensuing  year.  They 
also  can  boast  of  a  District  Parsonage  in  the  city  of  Monroe.  This 
Parsonage  property  was  purchased  under  the  leadership  of  the  late 
Rev.  C.  Spears,  and  your  present  Conference  Lay  Leader.  We  hope  to 
hear  of  an  improvement  of  it  this  ensuing  Conference  Year. 

Your  Conference  Lay  Leader — here,  injects  some  of  his  personal 
activities  during  the  past  year.  With  the  loyal  and  unselfish  assistance 
of  the  Vice-Conference  Lay  Leader,  Bro.  Jas.  C.  Carney,  and  all  of  the 
Lay  and  associate  Lay  Leaders,  together  with  a  cooperative  group  of 
District  Superintendents,  the  Charge  Lay  Leaders  and  the  fine  Laymen, 
the  Conference  Lay  Leader  has  attended  all  of  the  various  meetings 
held  on  the  five  (5)  districts;  has  spoken  in  many  of  the  churches,  >nost 
especially  the  smaller  churches,  the  ones  which  needed  to  know  and  re- 
ceive a  first-hand  working  understanding  of  the  various  phases  of  our 
church,  all  of  which  would  tend  to  promote  a  larger  adequate  support  of 
the  ministry  and  matters  that  would  help  to  make  front-line  churches 
out  of  the  smaller  churches  situated  in  the  rural  sections.  February 
22nd,  Layman's  Day  was  well  observed  throughout  the  Conference.  It 
appears  that  greater  interest  is  now  being  manifested  in  the  observance 
of  Layman's  Day  and  the  churches  prefer  to  have  Local  Laymen  assume 
charge  of  the  program  and  do  the  presiding  on  that  day. 

The  Conference  Lay  Leader  offers  some  objectives  to  the  Con- 
ference as  follows:  1st — ^An  adequate  support  of  the  Ministry;  a  Par 
sonage  for  each  Charge;  2nd — That  each  Charge  or  District  having 
monies  on  hand,  not  to  be  disbursed  monthly,  be  placed  in  some  Gov-  . 
ernment-protected  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  I  mean  one  that  is 
insured  by  the  government  up  to  $5,000.00.  That  church  or  circle 
in  the  church  buy  stock  up  to  $5,000,00  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  less 
than  3%  per  annum  on  the  dollar.  Some  of  our  churches  have  bought 
some  Homestead  Stock,  paying  3%.  I  mean  churches  on  the  New  Or- 
leans District. 

3rd — We  are  stressing  to  the  Laymen  all  over  the  state  to  get 
solidly  behind  the  New  Old  Folks  Home  and  the  Proposed  Peoples  Com- 
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iiuinity  Center.    All  projects  under  the  Bishop's  direct  program. 

4th — To  organize  "Methodist  Men"  in  every  church  and  get  a  char- 
ter. See  that  the  name  "Brotherhood"  and  "Men's  Club"  be  changed  to 
"Methodist  Men." 

Emphasize  Layman's  Day  in  every  church- — 4th  Sunday  in  Feb- 
ruary. 

Discipline,  also  that  the  Charge  Lay  Leaders  cooperate  with  the 
program. 

A  Committee  to  secure  renewals  and  new  subscriptions  to  the 
Central  Christian  Advocate.  Every  member  of  the  "Methodist  Men" 
to  subscribe  to  the  "Methodist  Layman." 

Board  Expense 

Your  Conference  Lay  Leader  is  indeed  grateful  to  the  Bishop  and 
to  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  for  the  large  amount 
($500.00)  given  for  our  work  this  year.  It  has  made  possible  a  broader 
program  of  action,  and  we  feel  that  the  increased  results  have  more 
than  justified  the  amount  budgeted. 

General  Conference 

It  was  our  good  fortune  to  be  one  of  your  Lay  Delegates  to  the 
General  Conference.  I  take  pardonable  pride  in  announcing  to  you 
that  each  one  of  your  delegates  was  found  in  his  seat  and  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings.

To  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Conference:     The  following  is 
the  report  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance, 
for  the  Budget  of  1948-1949.

Recommendations 

We  recommend  the  matter  of  Special  Days  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion,  (See  Report.) 

1.  World  Service  Sunday:  The  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month 
shall  be  observed  as  World  Service  Sunday,  v^ith  a  suitable  program  of 
Missionary  Education  in  the  local  church,  with  a  collection  for  World 
Service  and  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  v^e  accept  22%  of  the  Area  Budget  as  our  established 
quota  of  benevolences  as  set  forth  in  the  Area  Budget  of  1946.  (See 
Area  Council  Budget  for  that  year.) 

3.  That  the  Budget  of  $27,500  be  adopted  as  the  1948-1949 
Budget  for  the  General  Conference  and  Annual  Conference  as  well  as 
Area  Budget;  with  reports  being  made  on  Christmas,  Race  Relations 
Day  and  Easter  Sunday,  with  the  understanding  that  Easter  Sunday, 
we  will  complete  the  Budget,  and  each  collection  will  be  divided  accord- 
ing to  percentage  that  each  item  represents  in  the  total  Budget. 

4.  That  the  distribution  Ratio  shall  be  27%%  for  the  General 
Conference  Benevolences,  and  72%%  for  the  Annual  Conference 
Budget  of  Benevolences. 

5.  That  we  accept  our  percentage  share  of  the  $500.00  from  the 
Area  Budget  for  the  Cause  of  Temperance. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  Special  Campaign  for  Conference 
Claimant  Fund,  formerly  referred  to  as  "Permanent  Fund"  be  con- 
tinned  for  another  year  on  the  basis  of  $1.00  per  capita  (active  mem- 
bers). In  order  that  some  definite  time  be  set  for  the  raising  of  such 
funds,  we  recommend  that  the  day  set  will  be  Father's  Day,  the  third 
Sunday  in  June,  when  each  church  will  observe  what  might  be  referred 
to  as  '^VETERAN'S  DAY". 

7.  Thanks  should  be  extended  the  Minister's  Wives  Association 
for  the  fine  work  they  have  done  during  the  years  on  the  Permanent 
Fund,  and  we  trust  that  they  will  continue  their  efforts  along  this  line. 

8.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  the  District  Superintendent's 
Salary,  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Stewards  and  Pastors'  Council. 

Objectives  for  the  Year 

1.  To  cooperate  in  the  program  given  us  by  the  General  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance  by  raising  100%  of  the  benevolen- 
ces. It  is  generally  understood,  of  course,  that  the  General  Conference 
asked  each  conference  to  raise  33%  percent  increase  for  the  World 
Service  item. 

2.  That  we  fully  cooperate  in  the  promotion  of  the  Advance  move- 
ment, "For  Christ  and  His  Church."  It  is  understood  that  every  dis- 
trict superintendent,  pastor.  Lay  Leader,  and  loyal  member  of  the 
churches  of  the  conference,  will  follow  the  leadership  of  our  great 
bishop  as  he  directs  the  course  of  our  actions  along  this  line.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TEMPERANCE 
TO  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 

Held  at  Warren  Methodist  Church,  Nov.  2-7,  1948 

Those  of  us  who  attended  the  session  of  the  General  Conference 
in  Boston,  were  thrilled  and  encouraged  by  the  profound  announcement 
contained  in  the  Episcopal  Address,  a  part  of  which  we  quote,  ''The 
Methodist  Church  has  been  and  is  an  implacable  foe  of  the  liquor  traf- 
fic. We  have  sought  to  understand  the  alcohol  problem,  have  coopera- 
ted with  the  Yale  School  of  Alcoholic  Studies,  and  stand  ready  to  use 
the  best  medical  and  psychiatric  remedies  for  the  cure  of  the  confirm.ed 
alcoholic." 

We  are  unwilling  to  close  our  eyes  to  the  factors  that  develop  the 
habit  upon  the  part  of  the  individual  and  of  the  group.  There  are  at 
present  in  this  nation  at  least  500,000  confirmed  alcoholics.  We  know 
that  this  group  is  increasing  and  that  candidates  for  membership  are  at 
present  in  the  homes  of  the  nation. 

The  situation  now  developing  where  full-flowered  alcoholic  cus- 
toms are  increasing  in  popularity  and  dominant  force  promoted  by  pow- 
erful trade  propaganda,  cannot  be  met  without  an  adequate  Educational 
Program,  one  that  is  more  scientific  and  comprehensive  than  any  ever 
undertaken  in  the  past.  Educational  efforts  should  now  reach  all  the 
sources  of  the  liquor  problem. 

Therefore,  we  wish  this  conference  to  adopt  as  its  Temperance 
Program  for  the  ensuing  conference  year  the  sam.e  program  adopted  in 
Report  21  of  the  Commi+tee  on  State  of  the  Church,  found  in  paragraph 
2022  of  the  1948  Discipline. 

1 — That  we  lay  upon  the  hearts  and  conscience  of  our  people  the 
duty  of  total  abstinence  from_  all  alcoholic  beverages  as  an  element  of 
the  Christian  Stewardship  of  Personality  and  Influence. 

2 — That  we  earnestly  stress  the  vital  necessity  of  systematic  edu- 
cation throughout  our  church.  We  commend  the  present  close  and  prac- 
tical cooperation  of  the  Connectional  Agencies  of  Methodism  in  this 
task. 

3— We  urge  the  early  passage  of  adequate  legislation  to  stop  the 
heartless  exploitation  of  our  young  people  and  the  entire  population  by 
means  of  advertising  to  promote  the  use  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
The  task  of  Temperance  Education  should  not  be  made  more  difficult 
by  government-protected  education  for  intemperance. 

4 — We  call  for  legislation  in  every  state  to  permit  the  people  to 
protect  their  own  environment  by  voting  out  the  liquor  traffic  in  any 
political  sub-division. 

5 — That  every  pastor  observe  Father's  Day  as  Temperance  Sunday 
and  celebrate  this  Day  with  a  program  of  Temperance  Education  and 
advancement. 

6 — That  we  call  upon  our  members  everywhere  to  set  before  our 
youth,  examples  of  Christian  living,  total  abstinence  from  alcoholic 
beverages  and  regular  family  devotions. 

7 — That  temperance  institutes  be  planned  and  carried  out  in  the 
Conference  during  this  year  in  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Tem- 
perance Committee,  the  District  Superintendents,  and  a  representative 
of  the  General  Board  of  Temperance.

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REPORT  OF  PEOPLES   METHODIST  COMMUNITY   CENTER  TO 

THE  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE 

METHODIST  CHURCH,   1948 

Rev.  G.  W.  Carter,  Superintendent 

The   Door  To   Service 

Our  cities  today  with  their  rapidlj^  changing  economic  and  social 
pattern,  demand  new  skills  and  techniques  of  the  Christian  Church,  if 
it  is  to  give  dynamic  leadership  to  the  millions  of  inhabitants  crowded 
into  urban  areas. 

It  was  with  an  awareness  of  these  needs  of  our  city  dwellers  and 
the  inadequacy  of  existing  methods  and  the  dearth  of  existing  agencies 
in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  that  Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center 
was  brought  into  existence. 

Those  of  us  who  live  and  work  here  at  Peoples  Methodist  Com- 
munity Center  are  again  deeply  indebted  to  all  of  you,  for  the  time  you 
give  out  of  your  busy  lives,  to  share  with  us  in  the  development  of  our 
program.  I  am  increasingly  aware  as  the  years  accumulate  of  the  asso- 
ciations which  I  have  had  with  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  the  Com.munity  Chest  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service;  of  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  of  willingness  on  the 
part  of  all  to  make  whatever  sacrifices  are  necessary  to  place  this  one 
of  our  institutions  in  an  approved  standard  position  before  the  Social 
Service  Agencies  of  the  City  and  State  and  before  the  various  Boards 
of  our  Church. 

We  are  in  our  twenty-sixth  year  of  training  our  boys  and  girls  for 
future  citizens  and  leaders  in  various  civic  and  church  activities.  We 
are  proud  of  the  progress  that  many  of  them  have  made  in  establishing 
better  family  relations. 

As  early  as  7:30  A.  M.,  mothers  bring  thein  one  to  ten-year-olds, 
to  the  Nursery,  where  the  Matron  and  other  workers  take  over  for  the 
day.  Since  Nursery  Schoolers,  Kindergarteners,  First,  Second  and  Third 
graders  are  enrolled  at  the  Center,  the  matron  or  one  of  her  two  assist- 
ants convey  them  downstairs  to  school  and  back  again  for  the  day.  The 
smaller  children  spend  the  entire  day  at  the  Community  House  in  their 
own  "Tom  Thumb"  world.  All  the  furnishings  are  small  sized — cots  for 
naps,  the  tiny  compartments  along  the  wall  where  the  children  place 
their  clothes,  cribs,  etc.  The  nursery  craft  room  where  children  **ex- 
press  themselves"  is  fitted  out  like  any  modern  Nursery  School.  Most 
of  this  equipment  has  been  furnished  by  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

When  it  is  time  for  outdoor  play,  the  children  take  over  the  sand- 
box, swings,  bicycles  and  scooters.  A  trained  dietitian  plans  hot  meals, 
carefully  balanced  which  are  supplemented  by  mid-morning  fruit  juices, 
crackers,  and  mid-afternoon  milk  and  cookies. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Nursery,  a  child  undergoes  a  general 
physical  examination,  is  inoculated  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough,  and  is  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  When  one  becomes  ill,  he's 
put  in  isolation  until  our  doctor  calls. 

One-third  of  our  children  are  from  broken  homes,  but  all  of  them 
have  mothers  who  work.  The  maximum  fee  for  each  of  these  under- 
privileged children  is  25  cents  per  day,  but  a  sliding  scale  determined 
by  the  stature  of  the  family  income,  pegs  many  individual  rates  at  a 
lower  figure. 
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Other  activities:  Nursery  School,  Kindergarten,  Opportunity 
Classes  for  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  children,  Clubs,  Classes, 
Boy  Scouts,  Parent-Teachers  Organizations,  Counselling  and  a  limited 
Personnel  Service.  All  of  these  activities  make  up  our  total  program, 
which  you  ought  to  see  in  action  at  the  Center  between  the  hours  of 
7:30  a.  m.  and  6:00  p.  m. 

We  are  thrilled  by  the  progress  which  has  been  made  on  the  build- 
ing program.  The  new  Community  Center  building  plans  have  made 
good  progress  and  we  would  have  shown  further  advance  if  we  had  not 
been  delayed  in  the  securing  of  steel  and  the  building  permits,  all  of 
which  we  have  now  secured. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  building  will  be  erected  on  this  loca- 
tion within  a  short  time.  When  it  has  been  completed  and  fully 
equipped  and  the  landscaping  done,  we  shall  have  as  fine  a  Center,  as 
any  Methodist  Conference  possesses.  It  may  not  possess  some  of  the 
rich  ornamentation  and  certain  other  factors  which  are  pleasant  to 
live  with,  but  the  usability  and  the  pleasing  impression  that  our  building 
will  make,  will  not  be  surpassed  by  any  Community  Center  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country. 

The  next  year  will  be  one  of  the  most  difficult  years  that  any 
Superintendent  of  the  Center  has  ever  known.  The  added  responsibility 
which  the  building  program  constantly  entails  will  place  certain  limita- 
tions upon  the  other  activities  which  the  Superintendent  normally 
should  undertake.  ''However,  the  finished  product  will  justify  any 
sacrifices  that  is  to  be  made."

Superintendent's  Report 

November  2,   1948 

IMr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Conference: 

This  is  your  superintendent's  fourth  report  to  this  august  body 
since  he  assumed  the  responsibility  of  administration  of  the  Home  on 
November  15,  1944. 

The  ever-increasing  percentage  of  persons  sixty-five  years  of  age 
and  over  in  our  population,  and  the  obligation  of  society  to  care  for 
those  unable  to  care  for  themselves,  leads  to  the  expansion  of  services 
for  the  aged  and  to  a  re-evaluation  of  services  already  offered. 

Institutions  can  and  should  provide  not  only  physical  comfort  and 
security,  but  also  opportunity  for  continued  participation  in  community 
life  and  for  living  and  sharing  in  an  institutional  setting  which  offers 
social  contacts  and  activities  as  nearly  like  those  in  community  life  as 
possible.  An  institution  for  the  aged  which  offers  the  satisfaction  that 
comes  from  a  sense  of  "belonging"  and  the  opportunity  for  the  latter 
years  to  be  spent  in  dignity  and  independence  of  spirit  goes  far  toward 
fulfilling  the  right  of  every  individual  to  enjoy  life  throughout  his  span 
of  years,  in  old  age  not  less  than  in  youth.  Toward  the  accomplishment 
of  this  ideal  has  been  the  focus  of  your  home  for  the  last  four  years. 

Four  years  ago  we  came  into  a  situation  which  challenged  us  to 
the  utmost.  Our  building  was  in  a  bad  state  of  repair — so  badly  dilap- 
idated was  the  physical  plant,  and  so  inadequate  were  the  facilities 
that  the  Council  of  Social  Agencies  was  making  recommendation  that 
our  institution  be  discontinued  as  an  agency  receiving  help  from  the 
Community  Chest.  Today  such  a  threat  is  past.  For  four  years  we 
have  worked  steadily  toward  an  adequate  modern  plant  to  house  our 
guests  with  the  kind  of  therapeutic  equipment  necessary  to  provide 
some  medical  care  for  them. 

Our  new  building  is  seventy-five  percent  completed  and  should  be 
ready  to  dedicate  about  January  1,  1949.  This  building  is  modern  in 
design  with  present  accommodations  for  ninety-six  guests,  as  against 
accommodations  for  forty-three  in  the  old  building;  a  residence  for  the 
superintendent  which  can  easily  be  converted  into  an  infirmary  to  care 
for  twenty-six  persons,  and  a  chapel  which  will  seat  two  hundred  peo- 
ple. If,  in  the  future,  an  outside  chapel  and  superintendent's  residence 
should  be  erected,  your  new  home  would  accommodate  one  hundred  and 
sixty  guests. 

There  will  be  a  yard  of  approximately  two  and  one  half  acres  for 
gardening,  flowers  and  outdoor  recreation  for  the  guests. 

Ernst  and  Ernst  Auditors  shower  capital  assets  of  $11,614.22  as  of 
December  31,  1944.*  The  same  auditors  show  capital  assets  of  $44,- 
047.07  as  of  December  31,  1947** — an  increase  of  $32,432.85  in  a 
three  year  period.  Your  1948  audit  after  the  completion  of  the  new 
building  will  be  approximately  $200,000.00— an  increase  of  $188,385.78 
— over  sixteen  hundred  percent. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  dedicate  the  new  building  free  of  debt  and 
give  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  the  finest  plant  to  care  for 
aged  Negroes  in  the  entire  Nation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  LAY 

ACTIVITIES,  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE

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BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Members  of  the  Conference: 

Your  Board  of  Education,  cooperating  with  the  General  Board  and 
Jurisdictional  Boards  of  Education,  hail  with  great  satisfaction  the 
selection  made  by  the  College  of  Bishops  and  the  Church,  of  you  and 
Mrs.  Brooks  again  at  the  beginning  of  this  new  Quadrennium  to  study 
our  Southern  Neighbors  as  you  did  Africa.  We  thank  God  for  your 
return  to  this  area  and  to  American  Methodism,  with  the  information 
which  you  gathered  at  first-hand  and  that  you  found  fertile  ground  for 
which  we  may  be  proud  and  have  a  place  in  which  to  plant  the  Quad- 
rennial Advance  Program  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  which  is  the  slo- 
gan for  this  Quadrennium  and  other  fields  of  Christ. 

Now  then,  in  this  unsettled  age  when  war  and  destruction  seem  to 
bear  down  upon  us  from  every  angle  of  our  lives,  fighting  to  control  the 
thinking  of  man  both  youth  and  adult;  the  church  must  take  its  place  in 
line  and  combat  the  evils  of  Communism,  Atheism  and  all  of  the  sinis- 
ter influences  that  are  moving  in  upon  us  to  enslave  us  and  capture 
the  world  for  the  Kingdoms  of  Satan.  We  must  not  fail  to  plant  the 
seed  of  the  Holy  Bible  and  all  for  which  it  stands  in  our  homes,  church, 
and  church  related  schools  and  colleges,  or  else  the  kingdom  of  God  will 
not  come  in  the  world.  We  have  agreed  to  take  what  we  have  and  make 
what  we  want  for  Christ  to  use  in  building  our  future. 

The  Church  School  at  Work  on  the  Task 

In  this,  age,  when  the  world  is  seeking  to  know  outside  of  this 
country,  who  controls  the  Atom  Bomb  or  who  has  its  secrets,  and  how 
it  is  made  and  where;  your  Publishers  know  where  the  power  to  destroy 
sin  is  and  its  children,  and  who  controls  it  and  where  it  is;  that  it  is 
found  within  the  only  book,  "The  Bible",  the  gospel  which  is  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation.  The  Publishers  are  happy  to  tell  the  world  who 
controls  it  and  where  it  resides. 

To  do  it  they  have  called  to  their  assistance  a  group  of  individuals, 
17  in  number,  selected  by  the  General  Board  of  Education  and  various 
members  of  other  Boards  of  the  church  to  work  with  this  Curriculum 
Committee  as  advisory  members.  These  persons  have  experience  and 
training  as  specialists  in  their  respective  fields  and  assignments  are 
made  to  them  accordingly.  They  produce  outlines  of  teaching  materials 
adequate  to  meet  all  the  basic  needs  of  the  entire  Church  and  Church 
Schools.  This  keeps  the  curriculum  close  to  the  life  of  the  people,  bal- 
anced as  to  its  elements,  and  free  from  pressure  not  in  line  with  the 
basic  point  of  the  views  of  the  Church. 

Some   Approved   Materials    for   the   Church    School 

The  publishers  are  asked  by  many  persons  what  is  meant  by  ap- 
proved materials  for  the  Church  School.  These  are  materials  recom- 
mended by  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  approved  by  the  General 
Board  of  Education.  No  materials  issued  outside  the  General  Board 
of  Education  are  officially  approved  for  use  in  our  church  schools  ex- 
cept such  as  meet  the  approval  of  the  Curriculum  Committee.  These 
materials  are  listed  in  a  booklet  and  will  be  sent  to  any  Superintendent 
of  the  Church  School  or  Pastor  or  may  be  obtained  from  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

More  Helps   for  the  Church  School  Workers 

"The  Adult  Teacher",  "Workers  Monthly",  or  "Workers  With 
Youth",  "New  Church  School",  "High  Road"  and  "Pictures  for  Display 
in  Class  Rooms." 
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Economy  in  Publishing  Materials 

Seven  years  ago  fifty-five  publications  v^^ere  combined,  by  the 
uniting  Churches,  into  twenty-four.  Then  there  was  an  addition  of  six 
quarterlies  for  schools  with  three  or  more  classes.  That  made  30  Publi- 
cations, and  enabled  us  to  add  a  new  periodical  thus  increasing  the  num- 
ber to  31  and  still  the  entire  church  program  is  covered. 

Keeping  Close  to  the  Work  of  the  Church 

The  Church  Schools  that  use  Methodist  Literature  keep  in  step 
with  our  church  program.  This  was  seen  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ's 
program  in  its  many  phases,  because  of  the  strict  emphasis  placed 
thereon.  When  Methodists  produce  and  use  our  literature  the  program 
flows  like  a  great  river  into  every  home  and  church  and  school.  For 
this  new  Quadrennium  the  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church  will  be 
undergirded  in  every  local  church  and  home  to  which  our  workers  and 
Methodist  Literature  go.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  other  churches 
are  using  our  literature  and  are  happy  in  their  praise  and  at  the  least 
99%  of  our  Church  Schools  use  our  literature  fully.  Other  denomina- 
tions purchase  materials  produced  in  the  office  of  the  Methodist  Pub- 
lishing House. 

The  Forecast 

We  recommend  the  widest  use  of  Forecast.  This  is  a  quarterly 
Bulletin  that  goes  to  each  Church  School  Superintendent.  It  keeps  them 
informed  of  what  is  just  ahead  for  each  month. 

Gilbert  Academy 

Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Mrs.  M.  D.  Bowen,  dear  old  pro- 
gressive Gilbert  has  moved  forward.  There  are  20  faithful,  loyal  and 
efficient  teachers  who  work  with  her  unceasingly,  as  well  as,  sympa- 
thetically, increasing  the  young  minds  and  hearts  representing  all  relig- 
ious and  Christian  faiths,  even  Catholics.  They  have  enrollments  in 
1948  of  400  students.  From  September  to  October  1948  there  were 
540.  The  number  of  graduates  in  June  1947  were  200.  In  June  1948 
there  were  29.  This  was  a  left-over  group  that  came  from  other  states. 
This  year  there  should  not  have  been  any  graduates  because  of  the 
change  over  from  the  7th  Grade  to  the  8th  in  Louisiana  Public  Schools. 
In  the  entire  City  of  New  Orleans  there  were,  because  of  this  change, 
163  graduates  from  six  Public  Schools.  Of  this  number  29  were  from 
Gilbert. 

The  average  for  each  teacher  of  Negro  High  Schools  is  29,  which 
in  our  judgment  is  good.  Gilbert,  however,  had  only  two  more  than  the 
average.  The  Southern  Association  sets  up  25  pupils  per  teacher  as  the 
basis  for  average.  This  gives  to  the  graduates  the  requirement  for  ac- 
creditation and  by  this  acceptance  in  any  college  for  more  study. 

Religious  Instruction 

This,  since  the  ruling  of  the  United  Supreme  Court  in  regard  to 
teaching  religion  in  the  schools  supported  by  the  states,  banning  the 
teaching  of  religion,  brings  delight  as  we  hail  the  idea  and  are  happy  to 
report  that  here  at  Gilbert  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion  are 
taught,  carrying  out  the  purpose  for  which  the  Methodist  Church  is 
established;  not  only  Gilbert  but  all  Methodist  Schools  in  the  South  and 
Louisiana  being  a  part. 
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Bible  Literature  is  a  required  subject  for  graduation  in  Social 
Studies.  These  subjects  are  taught  by  teachers  who  are  especially 
trained  to  do  this  kind  of  work.  The  teachers  of  Biblical  Literature 
have  purchased  for  their  work  an  Album  of  Eight  Bible  Stories  from 
Barbera  Britton.  They  are  written  from  King  James  Version  of  the 
Holy  Bible.  They  teach  from  an  Album  of  Sacred  Hymns  used  in  the 
Sonora  Chapel  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Eugene  Mott. 

In  order  to  imprint  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  students  the 
Spiritual  meanings  of  the  Religious  and  Christian  Adventure,  Dr.  O.  E. 
Kreige  has  given  to  the  school  his  Victrola,  which  is  placed  in  the  class 
room  in  which  these  subjects  are  taught  to  be  played  or  to  demonstrate 
by  sound,  the  force  therein. 

Chapel  Services 

Some  member  of  the  Faculty  or  special  guests  give  religious  ad- 
monitions here  of  much  value  and  may  be  used  as  a  life  guidance  pro- 
gram.

000.00.  Secondly  There  is  now  under  construction  an  Auditorium-

of  $11,000.00.  Thirdly:  There  is  a  campaign  nov/  on  which  is  being 
conducted  by  the  Alumni  to  raise  $30,000.00  with  which  to  erect  and 
fence  in  the  Athletic  Field.

In  1947  the  enrollment  was  636  from  24  States,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  British  Isles,  West  Indies,  Virgin  Islands  and  Haiti,  The  out- 
look for  this  year  is  the  brightest  in  its  history.  The  grounds  are  most 
beautifully  kept  and  preach  to  the  passing  and  visiting  public  that  edu- 
cation stands  for  both  human  and  physical  beauty  and  cleanliness,  shin- 
ing forth  in  the  students  who  take  that  idea  in  to  the  communities  from 
whence  theyl  have  come  to  make  them  as  Dillard  is.

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SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY 

THE  LOUUISIANA  CONFERENCE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

NOVEMBER,   1948 

Bishop  Brooks  and  Members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference: 

I  submit  this  my  second  Annual  Report  as  executive  secretary  of 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education.  We  are  now  witnessing  the  dawn 
of  a  new  Quadrennium,  The  movement  for  the  next  four  years,  under 
the  caption  "For  Christ  and  His  Church",  is  but  a  continuation  of  the 
"Crusade  For  Christ"  initiated  more  than  four  years  ago  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  Bishops  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Our  emphasis  for  the  new 
Quadrennium  is  a  recognition  of  the  fact  that  work  for  Christ  is  never 
concluded.  It  is  a  continuous  and  progressive  process.  However,  if 
anything  constructive  is  to  be  done  for  "Christ  and  His  Church"  the 
foundation  must  first  be  laid  through  the  ministry  of  teaching.  It  is 
this  fact  that  causes  the  promoters  of  Christian  Education,  in  the  Con- 
ference, to  have  an  insatiable  desire  to  put  all  that  they  can  behind  the 
development  of  the  quadrennial  goals  and  emphases  for  the  church 
school,  approved  by  the  General  Conference. 

I  have  made  my  way  into  all  five  of  the  districts  promoting  Chris- 
tian Education  in  various  kinds  of  meetings.  The  cause  of  the  church 
school  has  been  presented  in  District  Stewards  meetings,  Roll  Calls, 
Pastors'  Clinics,  Crusade  Clinics,  District  Conferences,  Youth  meetings, 
and  Young  Adult  meetings.  I  have  also  visited  55  local  churches  meet- 
ing with  boards  of  education  and  church  school  workers  explaining  the 
use  of  literature  and  the  proper  organization  of  the  church  school,  em- 
phasizing leadership  training,  Rally  Day,  World  Service  Sunday,  Meth- 
odist Student  Day,  and  the  Fifth  Objective  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ, 
I  have  observed  in  most  of  these  situations  that  there  is  a  great  need 
of  leadership,  equipment,  and  facilities  for  executing  a  sound  program 
of  Christian  Education. 

Promotion  of  Fifth  Phase  of  the  Crusade 

The  first  approach  to  promoting  Church  School  Increase  was  a 
Conference-wide  Crusade  Clinic,  held  at  First  Street  Church  January 
29-30,  1948,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Greene  and  Dr.  J.  S. 
Scott.  District  Superintendents,  Christian  Education  Staff  members, 
pastors,  and  key  laymen  were  called  together  for  two  days  to  study  the 
HOW  of  INCREASING  CHURCH  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT  AND  AT- 
TENDANCE. There  was  an  average  attendance  of  40  for  the  four  ses- 
sions of  the  clinic.  Keen  interest  in  the  Fifth  Objective  of  the  Crusade 
was  aroused  in  those  pastors  and  laymen  present.  District-wide  meet- 
ings, giving  further  emphasis  to  the  matter  of  Church  School  Increase, 
were  held  on  the  Baton  Rouge,  Lake  Charles,  and  New  Orleans  districts. 

Leadership    Training 

As  a  means  of  enabling  pastors  to  become  more  informed  regard- 
ing the  work  of  the  local  church,  Pastors'  Clinics  were  held  on  the  Lake 
Charles  and  New  Orleans  districts.  These  clinics  gave  attention  to  such 
matters:  planning  more  effective  prayer  and  class  meetings,  organiz- 
ing the  church  for  action,  sermon  preparation  and  delivery,  Christian 
Education,  the  Official  Board,  financing  the  local  church,  improving 
the  equipment  and  facilities,  preparing  statistical  reports,  social  action, 
missions,  and  increasing  church  school  enrollment  and  attendance. 

Four  one-day  institutes  were  held  in  the  Conference  to  train  local 
church  workers  in  a  vacaiton  churh  shool  and  using  the  urrent  text  ma- 
terials. Through  this  program  115  workers  and  29  pastors  representing 
42  local  churches  were  reached.  Prior  to  the  conducting  of  these  insti- 
tutes 15  persons  were  trained,  in  March,  at  the  expense  of  the  General 
Board  of  Education,  to  be  resource  persons  in  the  four  one-day  insti- 
tutes. 
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The  Louisiana  Conference  was  well  represented  at  the  Central 
Jurisdictional  Leadership  Training  School  held  at  Claflin  College, 
Orangeburg,  S.  C,  July  6-14,  1948.  The  delegation  from  Louisiana  in- 
cluded one  district  Superintendent,  The  Board  chairman,  the  executive 
secretary,  three  staff  members,  and  a  representative  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  Mrs.  Clytie  F.  Perry  a  staff  member  of 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education  was  a  resource  person  in  this  Juris- 
diction-wide school. 

Vacation  Church  Schools 

There  were  41  vacation  church  schools  held  in  the  Conference  this 
year  with  an  enrollment  of  2274.  There  were  222  local  workers  who 
devoted  time  to  this  special  Christian  Education  enterprise  for  children. 
The  total  enrollment  included  1865  Methodist  pupils  and  224  who  were 
not  members  of  any  church  school.  There  was  a  60  percent  increase 
both  in  the  number  of  schools  held  and  the  number  of  children  reached. 
The  distribution  of  the  schools  by  districts  is  as  follows:  Baton  Rouge 
10;  Franklin  6;  Lake  Charles  4;  New  Orleans  16;  Shreveport  5. 

Social  Action 

As  a  part  of  our  social  emphasis  this  year  there  was  held  in  each 
district  a  Conference  on  Family  Life.  The  program  involved  a  study 
of  Parent  Education  and  Family  Religion,  Techniques  for  meeting  the 
needs  of  parents,  games  for  use  in  the  home,  and  agencies  which  coop- 
erate with  the  church  in  improving  family  life.  Misses  D.  Anderson, 
Virginia  Stafford,  and  Dr.  Edward  Staples,  all  Staff  members  of  the 
General  Board  of  Education,  gave  fine  leadership  in  these  meetings. 
The  purpose  of  the  Conferences  on  Family  Life  were  two-fold:  1.  To 
play  up  the  family  as  the  basic  unit  in  our  social  structure;  and  2.  To 
point  out  to  pastors  and  church  leaders  some  of  the  things  they  can  do 
to  develop  vital  family  religion.  There  were  118  laymen  and  46  pastors, 
representing  54  local  churches,  who  attended  these  conferences. 

Another  activity  in  our  social  emphasis  was  a  Conierence-wide  So- 
cial Action  Conference  held  in  August  at  Wesley  Church,  Baton  Rouge. 
The  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  study  the  problems  involved  in 
Public  Education  for  Negroes  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  to  deter- 
mine some  of  the  things  that  the  church  can  do  about  them.  Dr.  R.  B. 
Eleazer  of  the  General  Board  of  Education,  Dr.  Felton  Clark,  President 
of  Southern  University,  and  Attorney  A.  P.  Tureaud,  President  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  of  the  N.A.A.C.P.  were  outstanding  resource  per- 
sons in  this  meeting.  The  District  Superintendents,  five  pastors,  and 
four  key  laymen  from  each  district  were  invited  to  attend  Equalization 
of  salaries,  length  of  school  term,  curriculum,  vocational  training, 
equipment  and  facilities,  and  graduate  and  professional  study  were  the 
problems  considered.  The  findings  of  this  conference  show  that  great 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  equalization  of  salaries.  However,  there 
is  much  yet  to  be  done  when  it  comes  to  the  other  problems  involved  in 
public  education  for  Negroes.  It  was  further  noted  that  Methodist 
churches  can  do  two  things  about  these  problems:  1.  They  can  put  their 
influence  and  resources  behind  those  groups  and  agencies  already 
working  on  the  problems;  2.  They  can  initiate  action  in  communities 
where  nothing  is  being  done. 

Institutes  and  Assemblies 

Two  Conferencewide  youth  meetings  w^ere  held  this  year.  The  Sec- 
ond Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  was  held  at 
St.  Paul  Church,  Shreveport  in  November.  Forty-five  young  people 
representing  four  districts  and  18  local  churches  were  present.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  regular  business  they  gave  much  consideration  to  the  theme 
''Church  School  Increase  Youth  Has  A  Part."    The  Second  YoYuth  Fel- 
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lowship  Institute  convened  at  Dillard  University  in  June.  There  were 
50  youths  in  attendance  representing  all  five  districts  and  16  local 
churches.  The  program  included  worship,  study,  interest  groups,  and 
recreation.  Four  courses  were  offered  centered  around  the  theme 
"Jesus'  Way — Our  Way."  In  addition  to  these  Conference-wide  meet- 
ings for  youth  one  week-end  Conference  was  held  on  the  Franklin  Dis- 
trict. 

Our  Second  Annual  Young  Adult  Assembly  was  held  at  First  Street 
Church  June  25-26.  Thirty-five  young  adults  representing  the  five  dis- 
tricts and  12  local  churches  were  in  attendance.  Concentrating  on  the 
theme  ''YoYung  Adults  as  Creative  Christians,"  the  group  present 
made  a  penetrating  study  of  the  work  of  young  adults  in  the  local 
Church.  Four  subdistrict  meetings  with  young  adults  were  also  held  on 
the  Baton  Rouge  District. 

Extension  Service 

Four  workers,  Mrs.  Clytie  F.  Perry,  Mrs.  Chaney  Prevost,  Misses 
Ethel  Alston  and  Vernita  Booker,  were  in  the  field  this  Summ.er,  at  the 
exepense  of  the  General  Board  of  Education.  They  gave  leadership  to 
16  local  churches  in  conducting  a  vacation  church  school.  This  servie 
is  known  as  vacation  church  school  extension  service.  Assistance  wsa 
also  given  to  the  Lake  Charles  District  in  the  employment  of  Miss 
Fannye  Hayward  as  Church  School  Extension  Worker.  Miss  Hayward 
was  chosen  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lake  Charles  District  to  spend 
three  months,  in  special  training  at  Gammon  Theological  Seminary  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  General  Board  of  Education.  At  the  conclusion 
of  her  training  she  returned  to  the  Lake  Charles  District  and  gave 
assistance  to  local  churches  in  the  Church  School  Program.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  MISSIONARY  SECRETARY 
NOVEMBER  5,  1948 

(Lake  Charles,  Louisiana) 

To  the  bishop  and  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  Central  Jurisdiction;  I  present  herein  my  report 
as  Conference  Missionary  Secretary,  as  follows: 

Our  world  is  seeking  desperately  to  find  short  cuts  to  peace  and 
security,  ur<?ed  on  by  panic-stricken  scientists  who  have  developed  tech- 
niques of  destruction  which  threaten  to  overwhelm  all  present  social 
controls.  We  believe  that  the  permanent  structure  of  world  peace  can 
be  built  only  cpon  that  foundation  of  worldwide  spiritual  unity,  which 
can  resolve  the  world's  conflict  of  economic  security  interests  in  the 
spirit  of  goodwill. 

The  secret  of  permanent  peace  is  to  be  found,  not  only  in  "One 
World"  as  Wendell  Wilkie  would  recommend,  but  in  "One  World  in 
Christ."  It  is  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian  church  to  make  dis- 
ciples of  all  nations.  Either  we  are  to  rise  to  the  opportunities  that  are 
now  ours,  today,  are  we  going  to  be  moved  upon  the  sidelines  and  forces 
other  than  the  church  come  forward  with  a  program  which  will  not 
touch  the  deep  and  spiritual  and  moral  longings  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  Momentous  decisions  taken  now  will  chart  the  course  of  the 
world  for  the  next  century. 

In  these  troublesome  days,  when  our  world  is  distracted  and  dis- 
illusioned, we  feel  that  the  Church  has  the  common  denominator  for  all 
of  the  current  ills  and  woes  of  our  post-war  world;  that  common  de- 
nominator is  none  other  than  Christ. 

As  Conference  Missionary  Secretary,  it  has  been  ours  to  bring  to 
a  focus  point  this  philosophy  to  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all  to  whom  we 
have  spoken  during  the  year.  We  have  traveled  to  some  extent,  and 
touched  four  of  the  districts  this  year,  and  would  have  touched  all  of 
the  five  districts,  but  for  the  press  of  time,  due  to  the  meeting  of  the 
General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  We  have  said  to  the  audiences, 
that  any  church  which  loses  its  missionary  passion  is  a  decadent  church, 
and  it  fails  to  justify. its  existence.  It  is  like  the  Dead  Sea,  which  when 
it  allows  all  of  its  water  entering  it,  to  remain,  will  become  a  dead 
church,  if  none  of  its  waters  of  healing  are  allowed  to  flow  outward. 

We  have  shared  several  very  significant  assemblies,  which  have 
greatly  enriched  and  inspired  us  to  larger  activities.  The  Pastor's  Clinic 
at  Franklinton,  La.,  was  indeed  an  eye-opener.  And  recently,  we  were 
invited  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  take  part  in  the  activities  of  the  "FOR- 
EIGN MISSIONARY  CONFERENCE  OF  NORTH  AMERICA  AND 
CANADA,  held  in  Memorial  Hall  there.  There  were  some  3,000  dele- 
gates, representing  twenty-two  denominations,  also  representing  ten 
countries,  to  plan  strategy  for  our  forward  movement  with  Christ.  The 
Board  of  Missions  assembled  the  570  district  superintendents,  all  of  the 
bishops,  and  Board  Executives,  the  Conference  Presidents  of  the  WSCS, 
some  youth  representatives,  and  the  one  hundred  and  ten  Conference 
Missionary  Secretaries. 

For  three  to  five  days,  we  were  given  a  chance  to  look  upon  the 
field  and  see  our  world  as  it  now  appears  in  the  international  scene,  and 
shown  just  how  the  American  Church  can  influence  this  world  with  the 
Christian  ethic.  The  eight  hundred  and  forty-three  delegates  of  Meth- 
odist were  charged  as  never  before  to  through  its  missionary  approach 
do  something  about  it. 
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For  the  first  time  the  110  Conference  Missionary  secretaries  were 
brought  together,  to  have  placed  upon  them,  the  great  program  which 
is  ours  for  this  quadrennium,  and  what  the  Conference  Missionary  is 
expected  to  do  in  this  forward  marching  program  of  Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church,  We  were  taught  that  in  order  to  put  over  successfully 
the  quadrennial  program  of  the  Church,  the  Conference  Missionary 
Secretaries  are  to  fit  greatly  into  the  picture,  and  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Bishop,  and  working  through  the  district  superintendents  and  Dis- 
trict Missionary  Secrtearies,  spearhead  this  movement  and  put  it  across 
in  the  New  Orleans  Area  way. 

We  want  to  thank  the  district  superintendents,  and  District  Mis- 
sionary Secretaries  for  their  cooperation  in  the  work,  and  say  that  as  we 
face  the  tasks  which  lie  immediately  ahead,  let  every  district  superin- 
tendent, pastor  and  layman  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  rededicate 
ourselves  to  the  Christ  of  God,  who  is  the  Head  of  the  Church,  and 
under  His  leadership,  play  well  our  part  in  this  far-flung  enterprise  of 
Kingdom  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EVANGELISM 

Bishop  and  Brothers: 

During  the  year  of  Evangelism  578,317  were  received  on  profes- 
sion of  faith  and  485,417  were  received  by  transfer  into  the  Methodist 
Church.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  people  to  be  received  by  any 
church  in  any  similar  period  in  history.  These  thousands  came  to  the 
decision  because  ministers  and  laymen  took  the  task  of  evangelism 
seriously. 

When  a  church  loses  its  evangelistic  passion,  it  loses  its  ilfe.  The 
world  will  never  be  won  for  Christ  by  clergy  and  laity  who  conceive 
of  the  Christian  task  as  simply  shepherding  a  flock  they  have  won.  The 
minister  who  knows  he  must  preach  Christ  in  the  pulpit,  instruct  the 
members  in  our  holy  faith,  serve  the  community  and  the  world  knows 
also  that  he  must  seek  out  those  who  have  never  accepted  our  Lord. 
To  seek  and  to  save  the  lost  is  not  only  a  phrase  of  historic  interest  but 
an  imperative  of  contemporary  living. 

As  we  move  into  the  new  quadrennium  we  hold  that  all  lessons 
learned  during  the  year  of  Evangelism  must  become  common  practice. 
Methodism  may  well  win  a  half  million  members  every  year  for  many 
years.     Our  conference  must  accept  its  part  in  this  endeavor. 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  There  shall  be  a  district  school  of  Evangelism  in  each  district. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  Preaching  Mission  in  each  church  either  in  the 
Fall  or  early  in  Lent. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  Spiritual  Retreat  for  pastors  and  laymen. 

4.  A  Conference  of  Methodist  Youth  in  cooperation  with  the 
Board  of  Education  shall  be  held  (1)  to  train  young  people  in  the 
methods  of  youth  evangelism,  (2)  and  to  secure  commitments  and  re- 
commitments to  the  Christian  life  and  to  Christian  vocations, 

5.  The  m.embers  of  the  committee  on  Evangelism  in  each  district 
shall  confer  with  the  district  superintendent  and  under  his  guidance, 
give  assistance  in  organizing  at  least  one  new  church  or  Sunday  school 
in  each  district. 

6.  The  members  of  the  committee  in  each  district  shall  confer  with 
the  district  superintendent  and  devise  a  plan  for  reaching  the  inactive 
members  in  each  charge.  This  committee  shall  promote,  stimulate  and 
assist  in  carrying  out  the  plan. 

7.  The  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism  and  the  District  commit- 
tees on  Evangelism  shall  co-operate  in  the  new  quadrennial  plan  for 
Methodism  as  outlined  by  the  General  Conference  and  implemented  by 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

8.  That  each  district  superintendent,  each  pastor  and  each  local 
church  utilize  every  resource  in  their  power  to  encourage  and  enlist 
qualified  young  men  for  the  Christian  ministry. 

9.  That  R.  W.  Calvin  be  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Evangelism. 

10.  That  by  the  Grace  of  God  the  physical  and  spiritual  powers 
of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Robert  N.  Brooks  will  be  at  their  best  during  these 
four  years  of  the  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church.

United  States  of  America,  State  of  Louisiana,  Parish  of  Orleans,  City 
of  New  Orleans,  Be  It  Known,  That  on  this  24th  day  of  January,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  and  of  the 
Independence  of  the  United  States,  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-fifth, 
before  me,  Gabriel  Fernandez,  Jr.,  a  notary  public,  in  and  for  the  Parish 
of  Orleans,  duly  commissioned  and  qualified  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
witnesses  hereinafter  named  and  undersigned,  personally  came  and 
appeared,  the  several  persons  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
who  severally  declared  to  me,  notary,  that  availing  themselves  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  they 
have  covenanted  and  agreed  and  bind  themselves  as  well  as  all  such 
other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  to  form  a 
corporation  and  body  politic  in  law,  for  the  purposes  and  objects,  and 
under  the  articles  and  stipulations  herein  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I — This  corporation  shall  be  known  and  styled  as  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  under  its  said  corporate  name  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  enjoy  succession  for  the  period  of  ninety-nine 
years  from  the  date  hereof,  unless  dissolved  according  to  law,  to  con- 
tract, sue  and  be  sued,  to  make  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  the  same 
to  alter  or  break  at  pleasure,  to  acquire  and  possess  by  any  title  what- 
ever real  and  personal  property  and  to  dispose  of  same,  as  the  interest 
and  convenience  of  said  corporation  may  require,  to  elect  such  officers 
and  to  make  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  rules  and  adopt  such  code  of 
laws  or  constitution  as  they  may  see  fit,  not  contrary  to  the  constitut'or 
of  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  or  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  amend  as  may 
be  necessary  or  proper. 

ARTICLE  II — The  domicile  of  this  corporation  shall  be  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  all  legal  process  shall  be  served  upon  the 
president  of  this  corporation  and  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  upon 
the  vice-president,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability  of  both  of  these  offi- 
cers, to  act,  upon  the  secretary,  and  in  his  absence,  upon  the  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  III — The  object  and  purposes  for  which  this  corporation 
is  established  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  for  religious  and  educational 
purposes  and  for  the  promotion  of  Christian  instruction,  the  support 
of  public  worship,  and  the  advancement  of  God's  Kingdom  among  men, 
in  accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Religion  and  the  Doctrines  and  Gen- 
eral Rules  of  the  Discipline  as  set  forth  in  the  fundamental  law  or  Con- 
stitution of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

ARTICLE  IV — The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  a  vice-president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  one  of  whom 
shall  reside  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  such  other  assistant  officers 
as  this  corporation  may  determine.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall 
be  elected  quadrenially  by  ballot  on  the  third  day  of  the  assembling  of 
the  annual  conference.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  office  who  is  not 
a  full  member'of  the  Annual  Conference.  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
shall  elect  and  the  officers  so  selected  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified. 
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ARTICLE  V — A  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Annual  Conference;  in 
case  no  Bishop  is  present,  a  member  of  the  Conference  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  shall  preside  but  if  no  appointment  is  made,  or  the  person 
appointed  does  not  attend,  the  conference  shall  elect  a  presiding  officer 
by  ballot,  from  among  the  elders  present,  and  without  debate. 

ARTICLE  VI — The  following  persons  shall  compose  the  first  officers 
of  the  corporation,  to-wit:  Rev.  B.  M.  Hubbard,  president;  Rev.  Valcour 
Chapman,  Ph.  C,  vice-president;  Rev.  J.  O.  Richards,  secretary;  Rev. 
Hubbard  Daniels,  treasurer.  A  failure  to  hold  an  election  at  the  time 
specified  shall  not  act  as  a  forfeiture  to  this  charter. 

ARTICLE  VII — Whenever  this  corporation  is  dissolved,  either  by 
limitation  or  otherwise,  its  affairs  shall  be  liquidated  under  the  super- 
vision of  three  liquidators  appointed  from  among  the  members  of  the 
corporation  at  a  meeting  of  the  conference  convened  for  that  purpose. 
Said  liquidators  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  vote  and  shall  remain 
in  office  until  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  have  been  fully  liqui- 
dated and  the  amounts  derived  from  the  sale  of  such  properties  as  this 
corporation  may  then  own,  shall  after  payment  of  its  debts,  be  given 
to  the  Freedman's  Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  event  of  death  or  disability  of  one 
of  the  liquidators,  the  survivors  shall  continue  to  act. 

ARTICLE  VIII — This  charter  m.ay  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  conference  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Thus  done  and  passed  at  my  office,  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  on 
the  day,  month  and  year  first  above  written,  in  the  presence  of  Messrs. 
Rene  C.  Metoyer  and  John  B.  Hall,  competent  witnesses,  residing  in  this 
city,  who  have  hereunto  signed  their  names  together  with  the  appearers 
and  me,  notary,  after  reading  of  the  whole.

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Conference  Rules  of  Order 

1.  Th€  hours  for  meeting-  and  adjourning  shall  be  from  8:30  A.  M.  to 
12:30  P.  M.,  subject  to  change  when  necessary.  The  first  half  hour  for 
devotional  exercises.  All  members  are  required  to  be  present  at  the 
regular  business  sessions. 

2.  The  names  of  the  absent  or  delinquent  members  shall  be  called  in 
open  Conference,  the  morning  of  the  third  day  and  so  marked,  after 
which  anyone  failing  to  report  must  appear  before  the  Conference  and 
offer  an  apology. 

3.  The  Memorial  Service  shall  he  held  the  morning  of  the  first  day's 
session,  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Memoirs,  with  a  full  written 
account  of  the  work  of  the  deceased,  followed  by  a  Memorial  sermon. 
The  names  of  said  deceased  shall  be  carried  in  the  Conference  Journal. 

4.  The  District  Superintendents  shall  provide  all  pastors  with  the 
Statistical  reports  before  arriving  at  the  seat  of  the  Conference.  Pas- 
tors are  required  to  fill  out  same  from  the  Church  record  befor-e  coming 
to  Conference  and  the  same  turned  over  to  the  Statistician  the  first  day 
of  the  Conference  reporting  same  in  open  Conference  when  called  for. 

5.  Such  items  shall  be  reported  upon  as  designated  by  the  Bishop  or 
as  authorised  by  the  vote  of  the  Conference. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  elected  by  the  Confer- 
ence, ministers  and  laymen;  two  from  each  District  and  three  at  large, 
which  shall  nominate  members  of  Committees,  Boards  and  Commissions 
whose  teim  of  office  shall  be  to  the  following  Conference.  The  Nomi- 
nating Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  or  otherwise,  but  upon 
being  so  appointed  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  confirm  and  include 
same  in  their  report.  The  advice  of  the  Nominating  Com.mittee  may  be 
sought,  however,  in  all  such  matters.  A.  record  of  all  such  Committee 
work  shall  be  properly  kept  in  order  that  every  member  of  the  Confer- 
ence may  serve  on  the  several  Committees,  Boards,  etc.,  thus  becoming 
familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Church.  Additional  nominations  may  be 
presented  from  the  floor  of  the  Conference  and  voted  upon  for  adoption 
or  rejection. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  more  than  once  until  all 
who  wish  to  do  so  have  spoken,  except  by  permission  of  the  Conference. 
It  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  the  previous  question  or  to  lay  on  the 
table  at  the  close  of  a  speech  until  the  pending  question  has  been  dis- 
cussed with  fairness  to  both  sides. 

8.  All  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  but  the  one  who  offers  a 
formal  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  the  right  to  close  the  debate. 
This  right  shall  not  be  forfeited  by  a  motion  ordering  the  previous  ques- 
tion or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  to  adjourn. 

9.  The  following  motions  may  take  precedence  of  the  original  mo- 
tion or  procedure  of  each  other  in  the  order  here  named:  (1)  To  ad- 
journ to  a  given  time;  (2)  To  adjourn;  (3)  To  take  up  the  Order  of  the 
Day;  (4)  To  lay  on  the  table;  (5)  To  move  the  previous  question;  (6) 
To  postpone  to  a  given  time;  (7)  To  refer  to  a  Committee;  (8)  To 
amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely.  Anyone  voting  in  the  majority  may 
move  a  reconsideration,  but  such  a  motion  shall  not  be  debatable.  The 
"aye"  and  ''nay"  vote  may  be  taken  on  any  motion  or  the  call  approval 
by  one-third  of  the  members  voting.  No  debate  shall  precede  the  mak- 
ing of  a  motion.  All  questions  of  privilege  must  be  decided  by  the  Chair. 
Members  shall  not  be  interrupted  with  speaking,  except  by  the  presiding 
officer  or  Bishop  or  by  a  member  through  him,  or  the  speaker's  consent. 

10.  Layment  serving  as  Officers  of  the  Conference  or  on  Standing 
Committees  who  are  not  Lay  Delegates  to  the  Conference  or  on  Stand- 
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ing  Committees  shall  be  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  without  vote 
on  matters  relating  to  the  Report  of  their  Committee.  This  shall  include 
Laymen  serving  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Conference  Claimants,  World 
Service  Commission  and  Finance. 

11.  No  member  shall  present  charges  against  another  member  with- 
out having  previously  notified  th-e  accused  and  his  District  Superinten- 
dent in  writing  before  the  session  of  the  Conf er-ence  opens,  thus  allowing 
the  accused  time  to  prepare  his  defense.  The  charges  and  sp-ecification 
MUST  BE  IN  WRITING,  duly  signed.  This  is  not  intended  to  stop  in- 
vestigation of  reports  affecting  character  during  the  session  of  the  Con- 
ference.   All  such  charges  shall  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee. 

12.  The  Standing  Committee  representing  the  several  Boards  and 
Departments  of  the  Church  shall  have  full  charge  and  preside  in  the 
anniversaries  for  said  department  during  the  Conference  session  and 
as  may  be  ordered  otherwise.  All  matters  pertaining  to  said  Departm-ent 
shall  be  presented  to  that  committee  for  their  action  and  failing  said 
committee's  mem'bership  shall  be  changed.  All  committee  reports,  reso- 
lutions, etc.,  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  and  a  copy  given  to  the 
Secretary  and  becomes  the  property  of  the  Conference. 

13.  The  Missionary  Sermon  shall  be  preached  the  Third  Day  at  4 
P.  M.  The  Conference  recognizes  and  commends  the  work  of  the  Minis- 
ters' Wives  Association  and  urges  upon  every  minister's  wife  joining 
the  same,  also  Lay  Women  if  desired.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for 
publishing  their  Annual  Report  in  the  Conference  Journal. 

14.  In  order  to  perfect  the  work  of  the  Ministerial  Training  Schoo^ 
if  for  valid  reasons,  candidates  fail  to  attend  the  Summer  School  or 
otherwise,  undergraduates  may  be  examined  the  day  before  the  Confer- 
ence opens  and  examined  and  given  credit  for  work  done  then.  This 
provision  is  not  intended  to  in  any  way  take  the  place  of  regular  estab- 
lished Training  School. 

15.  The  regular  designated  time  and  day  for  observing  the  several 
Board  Anniversaries  shall  be  followed,  and  all  pastors  are  required  to 
report  accordingly  as  requested.  Special  days  set  by  the  Conference  shall 
be  faithfully  observed.  We  recommend  the  observance  of  sad  cause  at 
all  of  the  District  Conferences  in  order  to  better  acquaint  our  people 
with  the  program  of  the  church. 

16.  The  Conference  Postmaster,  Sexton  and  sundry  expenses  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  paid  as  directed  either  through  special  offering  or 
funds  from  the  Conference  investment  and  otherwise. 

17.  The  Journal  as  adopted  shall  be  the  Official  Journal  of  the  Con- 
ference and  yet  where  the  omissions  are  made  and  upon  the  testimony  of 
competent  witnesses  such  omissions  may  be  corrected  in  open  Confer- 
ence and  so  recorded.  The  Secretary  Shall  be  Custodian  of  the  Cor- 
porate Seal  and  all  legal  documents  the  property  of  the  Conference. 

18.  The  Disciplinary  requirement  calling  for  an  audit  of  the  books 
of  all  persons,  boards,  etc.,  holding  money  and  disbursing  same  shall 
be  faithfully  compiled  with  the  report  duly  published  in  the  Journal. 

19.  Robert's  Rules,  Neely's  or  Cushing's  Manuals,  also  Smith's,  shall 
be  considered  sufficient  guide  for  governing  the  work  of  the  Conference, 
subject  to  the  ruling  of  the  Bishop.
